Gust A. Moody Applied for Sec­ 


ond Naturalization Papers 


but Did Not Need Them 


TWELVE WERE MADE CITIZENS 


METFOR MUTUAL ACQUAINTANCE 


District Court Devoted Most of 


Tuesday Afternoon to Work 


of Naturalization 
Tu esday afternoon was natu raliza­ 
tion day in the district cou rt and al­ 
most the entire time was taken u p with 
these m atters. 
There were twelve 
men granted fu ll citizenship in the 
United States, they being John Pasy- 
kit, Au gu st E. Boeholm, Gilbert John­ 
son, Adolph Johnson, John E. Englu nd, 
Ju stu s Parish, Nels Edlu nd, John A. 
Lind, Gu st Johnson, Gu st A. Ju lien, 
Lars Lu hu lm, N. Emil Johnson. 
The consideration of the application 
of Gu st A. Moody, residing between 
Merrifield and Hu bert, came to an end 
abru ptly and in a pecu liar manner. 
Ju dge McClenahan was qu estioning him 
as to his past. 
He said that he took 
ou t his first papers at WiHmar in 1879 , 
went to Sou th Dakota and remained 
there 11 years, after which he retu rned 
to Minnesota and had always voted on 
his first papers u ntil the passage of the 
recent federal statu te prohibiting it. 
H. K. Du e, United natu ralization ex­ 
aminer, of St. Pau l, who was present, 
spoke u p, and, after cross qu estioning 
Mr. Moody a moment as to the exact 
time he was a resident of Dakota, 
clared that the cou rt cou ld do nothing 
more for him as he was already a citi­ 
zen. 
Under the federal law admitting 
the Dakotas, all aliens residing therein 
who had taken ou t their first papers 
and lived in the cou ntry the requ ired 
five years were made citizens. 
The application of Dr. Wm. Reid, of 
Deerwood, was taken u nder advise­ 
m ent, it transpiring du ring the hearing 
th at after taking ou t his first papers he 
spent a year and a half in Canada. 
That of Au gu st Maatala was denied be­ 
cau se his first papers were taken ou t 
when he was yet a minor. 
He will 
have to make an entirely new applica­ 
tion. 
Mr. Du e, the special examiner, su g­ 
gested that T he D is p at c h shou ld call 
the attention of its readers to the fact 
th at all aliers taking ou t their first, or 
declaratory papers, su bsequ ent to Ju ne 
I, 11*06, when the present law went in­ 
to effect, mu st be able to speak the 
English langu age before they are ad­ 
mitted to fu ll citizenship. 
Those hav­ 
ing taken ou t declaratory papers u nder 
the old law will be admitted u nder the 
old law, in th at respect. 
Dr. Du e also stated that at Su perior 
on Monday Ju dge Vinje refu sed 
alization to a Pole on the grou nd that 
he was an anarchist, the first time he 
had personally seen this done in his 
official capacity. 
The applicant de­ 
clared that he did not believe there 
shou ld be any laws and that he wou ld 
be willing to kill the Czar of Ru ssia if 
he got a chance.

The cfh car’s suspi­ 
cions w ere aroused by th e m anner in 
which th e woman attem pted to securo 
money contributions from the crowd 
and he decided that she and her main 
com panions were not proper persons 
to have the custody of young children 
T he woman announced th at she and 
“Adam God” would conduct services 
at Creighton's or Poor Man’s Mission, 
one block north, at night, whereupon 
she and her companions started In the 
direction of the mission. 
Officer Holt 
then inquired as to the Identity of 
the 
children. 
The 
woman 
replied 
eharply th at the officer “had better 
attend to his own business.” 
T he officer persevered in his in­ 
quiries, when “Adam God,” whose 
long dowing white beard and hair 
gave him the appearance of a pa­ 
triarch, threatened the officer with 
physical violence. 
Officer Holt was 
not armed, but stood hie ground, and 
“Adam God” struck him a heavy blow 
behind the ear with a pistol, making 
an ugly wound. 
Holt then started for 
the polio? station for assistance and 
cm he moved away the preacher tried 
to shoot him, but Sharp was so ex­ 
cited th at he dropped his revolver as 
he attem pted to draw it and when he 
picked it up and snapped it at the 
officer, the cartridge failed to explode. 
W arned the Officers. 


Officer Holt rushed Into the police 
station and announced 'th a t a band 
of religious fanatics, armed to the 
teethe was at the very threshold of 
the police station, and he warned the 
officers to prepare for trouble. 
The 
police sergeant in charge ordered Pa­ 
trolm en Dalbow and Stege to go out 
and arrest Sharp and his followers. 
The religionists were within Afty 
yards of the police station when the 
officers stepped Into the street 
They 
gave evidence of being in a frenzy of 
rage, and with profane abuse they 
served notice on all who chanced to 
hear them that they would preach 
"right under the eaves of the police 
station and the police cannot prevent 
us.” 
The officers were not expecting se­ 
rious trouble and were not preparer’ 
for the volley of bullets which me! 
them alm ost immediately after they 
appeared on the scene. 
Dalbow was 
killed Instantly, apd a bullet passed 
through Stege's arm. 
Other officers, 
hearing the Aring, rushed Into the 
street, and a general battle ensued. 
The officers as they stepped from the 
building, offered them selves as tar­ 
gets to their opponents In the Aght, 
but were unable to shoot without en 
dangering the lives of Innocent per­ 
sons. 
Sergeant 
Clark, 
who 
had 
come into the street unarmed, was 
shot in the eye, and Patrolm an Mill 
lane was shot In the back as he hur 
ried into the police station for rein 
forcementa. 
In the meantime a riot call had 
bean sounded and policemen were ap­ 
pearing 
from 
all 
directions. 
Thor 
oughly aroused, the officers closed In 
on Sharp and hi* followers, firing as 
they went, but taking great care not 
to inlure any of the children, and 
when the firing ceased “Adam God’ 
lay fatally wounded, shot through the 
head and body. 
Tl\e seriously injured were taken 
to hospitals and then the police bg; 
gan to clear streets 
of all street 
preachers, and it Is said that the troy 
hie m arks the end of religious ex 
h o ra tio n s on tho stroots of Kansas 
C ity ./ 
it was later learnod that Sharp’s 
m ala companion was Lewis Pratt, fath­ 


er of the five children. Ho was unin­ 
jured and was taken in charge by the 
police. 
The woman and the children 
escaped and fied to a houseboat where 
they 
lived on the M issouri river. 
H astily calling all the available re* 
serves into aotlon, the police, fifty in 
num ber, followed. 
W hen the police 
arrived the woman had barricaded 
herself in the houseboat, where she 
defied the officers. 
Standing on the 
porch of the boat with a shotgun, she 
shouted to the officers, “come on, you 
fiends.” 
The boat was but a few feet 
from the banks of the river and sev* 
oral of the officers dashed toward it. 
Taken aback, the woman dropped her 
weapon and, seizing two of the chil­ 
dren, ran to the back of the boat, cut 
loose a rowboat and began to row 
Into the middle of the Missouri river. 
T he officers called to her to stop, but 
she only plied the oars more vigorous­ 
ly. 
W ithout another warning th# po 
lice fired a volley at the boat. 
One 
of the shots struck Lola P ratt, aged 
thirteen years, tearing away the great 
er part of the child’s face.

m an then surrendered.

station later she said her nam e was 
Mrs. P ratt and th a t she was the wife 
of the companion of “Adam God” and 
thy m other, of-the wounded child. .

PUBLIC RIDICULE. 


Th© Tim© W hen It 8 ©rv©d a t P un ish ­ 
m ent For Lawbreakers. 
It Is the problem of all ages to make 
the punishment tit the crime, but they 
seem to have come nearer Its solution 
in Plantagenct times than they ever 
were after the introduction of flogging. 
When burglary meant the total ruin 
of the man who kept his whole for­ 
tune in his house the burglar was 
hanged. But In the same period pub­ 
lic ridicule served as a punishment for 
most crimes, and the man who sold 
bad meat was placed In TEe pillory and 
bis bad meat burned to windward of 
him; the vintner who sold bad wine 
was forced to drink some of it and the 
rest was poured over his head; for 
more serious offenses the criminal had 
to walk along Cheapside bareheaded, 
dressed only in a shirt and carrying a 
wax taper, escorted by the mayor’s 
sergeants. 
The result was that law and order 
were maintained far better than when 
men became brutalized by the horrible 
floggings of Georgian times. 
Punishments became worse with re­ 
ligious persecutions, and after the ref­ 
ormation the pillory, with Its terrible 
accompaniment of slit ears, whippings. 
etc., became popular, to say nothing of 
torturing, burning at the stake, and so 
on. 
At St. Thomas’ hospital one of 
the sisters, “for a grave offense, con­ 
trade to ye la we of God and according 
to the proffe of three wytnesses,” was 
ordered to “be punished and have xii 
strypes well laid on.” 
But all this, bad as it was, was less 
demoralizing than the terrible crimi­ 
nal code of George II.’s reign, when 
there were forty-eight crimes punish­ 
able by death and forty punishable 
by whipping, transportation or pll 
loft. Flogging for mere vagrancy be­ 
gan with Henry VHI., and as late 
as 1804 six women were publicly whip­ 
ped at Gloucester for this unavoidable 
offense. And never did public morali­ 
ty sink so low. 
In those good old days we flogged 
our sa Hor men “to encourage the oth­ 
ers," and there were many trussed at 
the triangles who would now be sim ­ 
ply admonished. 
A pleasant form of 
punishm ent w as “flogging through tho 
fleet." 
It w as given to the Ignorant 
sa norman who struck a superior off! 
cer. 
And when he had been carried 
from one ship to an o th er and flogged 
In each he survived—if he was unfor 
tunate—for six 
months. 
The 
lucky 
man died accidentally.—London Chron 
icle. 


CONFEDERATE FLAGS. 


Th© Stars and Bars and Then the Red 
B attleflag. 
The first Confederate flag was the 
stars and liars, a blue field and three 
stripes, one white and tw o red, and 
on the blue field seven white stars in 
a circle, a star for each state that up 
to that time had seceded. 
In battle, 
however, it wras seen that this banner 
bore altogether too close a resemblance 
to the stars and stripes, and thus 
there cam e Into use the Confederate* 
battleflag, the origin of which seem s 
to have been as follow s: 
This Is the statem ent of General 
W illiam L. Cabell: “When the Con 
federate army commanded by General 
Beauregard and the Federal army con­ 
fronted each other at M anassas, It wa* 
seen that the Confederate flag and the 
stars and stripes looked at a distance 
so much alike that it w as hard to dis 
tinguish one from the other 
Genera! 
Beauregard, thinking that serious mis 
takes might be made in recognizing 
our troops, after the battle of July 18 
at Blackburn 
Ford, ordered that a 
sm all badge should he worn on the lef: 
shoulder by our troops and. as I was 
chief quartermaster, ordered 
me to 
purchase a large amount of rod flan­ 
nel and to distribute i 
to each regl 
ment."

wa* 
adopted in September. 1801. and wa

DID NOT KNOW HE 
WAS A CITIZEN 


Gust A. Moody Applied for Sec­ 
ond Naturalization Papers 
but Qid Not Need Them 


TWELVE W ERridADE CITIZENS 


District Court Devoted Most of 
Tuesday Afternoon to Work 
of Naturalization 
Tuesday afternoon was naturaliza­ 
tion day in the district court and al­ 
most the entire time was taken up with 
these matters. 
There were twelve 
men granted full citizenship in the 
United States, they being John Pasy- 
kit, August E. Boeholm, Gilbert John­ 
son, Adolph Johnson, John E. Englund, 
Justus Parish, Nels Edlund, John A. 
Lind, Gust Johnson, Gust A. Julian, 
Lars Luhulm, N. Emil Johnson. 
The consideration of the application 
of Gust A. Moody, residing between 
Merrifield and Hubert, came to an end 
abruptly and in a peculiar manner. 
Judge McClenahan was questioning him 
as to his past. He said that he took 
out his first papers at Willmar in 1879, 
went to South Dakota and remained 
there ll years, after which he returned 
to Minnesota and had always voted on 
his first papers until the passage of the 
recent federal statute prohibiting it. 
R. K. Due, United naturalization ex­ 
aminer, of St. Paul, who was present, 
spoke up, and, after cross questioning 
Mr. Moody a moment as to the exact 
time he was a resident of Dakota, de­ 
clared that the court could do nothing 
more for him as he was already a citi­ 
zen. Under the federal law admitting 
the Dakotas, all aliens residing therein 
who had taken out their first papers 
and lived in the country the required 
five years were made citizens. 
The application of Dr. Wm. Reid, of 
Deerwood, was taken under advise­ 
ment, it transpiring during the hearing 
that after taking out his first papers he 
spent a year and a half in Canada. 
That of August Maatala was denied be­ 
cause his first papers were taken out 
when he was yet a minor. 
He will 
have to make an entirely new applica­ 
tion. 
Mr. Due, the special examiner, sug­ 
gested that The Dispatch should call 
the attention of its readers to the fact 
that all aliers taking out their first, or 
declaratory papers, subsequent to June 
I, 1906, when the present law went in­ 
to effect, must be able to speak the 
English language before they are ad­ 
mitted to full citizenship. 
Those hav­ 
ing taken out declaratory papers under 
the old law will be admitted under the 
old law, in that respect. 
Dr. Due also stated that at Superior 
on Monday Judge Vinje refused natur­ 
alization to a Pole on the ground that 
he was an anarchist, the first time he 
had personally seen this done in his 
official capacity. 
The applicant de­ 
clared that he did not believe there 
should be any laws amp that he would 
be willing to kill the Czar of Russia if 
he got a chance.

Members From Sixth and Eighth Dis­ 
tricts Exchange Opinions and Dis­ 
cuss Coming Legislation 
According to the call issued by P. H. 
Mc Garry at the solicitation of the 
Eighth district members a meeting of 
the legislators elect from the two dis­ 
tricts was held in this city on Tuesday. 
The Commercial Club rooms were ten­ 
dered the gentlemen and R. R. Wise 
presided at the preliminary talk and 
was later made chairman of the meet­ 
ing, Lester Bartlett, of Cass Lake, act­ 
ing as secretary. 
Mr. McGarry ex­ 
plained that the object of the meeting 
was the mutual benefit of this sec­ 
tion of the state end to enable the new­ 
ly elected members to get acquainted 
before their duties commenced at St. 
Paul in order that a discussion of 
mutual interests might better be car­ 
ried on. The gentleman informed those 
present that there was no "hen on” 
and that the meeting was purely what 
it appeared to be on its face. 
George W. Buck, one of the newly 
elected members from Duluth, made a 
few very interesting remarks along the 
line of the development of the mining 
industries in this locality, and suggest­ 
ed that as long as the interests of the 
Sixth and Eighth districts were identi­ 
cal in regard to the new industry that 
has just begun to show life in this sec­ 
tion it would be for the benefit of the 
entire northern part of the state for 
the members to stand together on leg­ 
islation affecting these industries at the 
coming session- Mr. Buck said that he 
was reliably informed that within five 
years the Cuyuna range would mean as 
much to Brainerd and this section of 
the country as the Mesaba range did to 
Duluth and the iron range country at 
the present time. 
T. M. Ferguson, of Barker, one of 
the newly elected members from the 
52d district, spoke at some length on 
the good roads proposition, in which he 
and his constituents are deeply inter­ 
ested. The gentleman advocated stren­ 
uous efforts to get the movement going 
in order to provide for the new settlers 
of Northern Minnesota a means of get­ 
ting the products of the farm to mark­ 
et. 
Without roads there is no induce­ 
ment for the settlement of the vast 
area of wilderness that lies to the 
north of us, and those who have taken 
land in that part will be forced to leave 
to gain a livelihood after they have 
proved up on their homesteads unless 
these avenues are furnished them for 
getting their produce to the consumers. 
The development of the mining indus­ 
tries and the establishment of the great 
steel plant he thought, would call for 
an increase in farm products and the 
good roads proposition was fully as im­ 
portant as anything that could come 
up. 
Mr. Halsted, of the Brainerd Trib­ 
une, took up the good roads proposition 
and fully coincided with the gentleman 
who preceded him, his line of argument 
being that anything that would develop 
Northern 
Minnesota would 
benefit 
Brainerd, and that we were looking for 
our future prosperity from the fact 
that the time was ripe for these im­ 
provements and advancements and that 
already we were commencing to feel 
the effects. 
He incidentally remarked 
that Brainerd had never had anything 
in a public way excepting the promise 
of a federal building, the site for which 
had been bought and the appropriation 
for the building made. 
Mr. Ferguson 
was promised the support of the press 
of this city in his efforts. 
M. M. Williams, of Little Falls, spoke 
along the line of the development of 
the state and was heartily in favor of 
the good roads proposition. The devel­ 
opment of the iron industry needs at­ 
tention, and the statement of the gen­ 
tlemen from the northern part of the 
state that they would stand together 
on matters identically affecting their 
interests was important as the united 
effort is the one that accomplishes 
things. Mr. Williams is a member of 
the State Forestry board and is very 
much interested in the 
timber re­ 
sources of the state and its protection. 
He informed the gentlemen present 
that he was to be present by invitation 
to meet the commission appointed by 
President Roosevelt 
to 
investigate 
farming conditions of the northwest, 
on December ll, at St. Paul, and he 
would be pleased to receive any sug­ 
gestions that would tend to better the 
agricultural industry in order that he 
might lay the same before the commis­ 
sion. 
Remarks were also made by Messrs. 
Ryan, Arundel and Dower, of Staples, 
Bartlett, Casa Lake, Hines, Hubbard, 
Brown, of Little Falls, and Werner 
Hemstead of this city. 
While no action of any kind was 
taken on matters talked of the object 
of “getting together” was 
accom­ 
plished and the gentlemen present ex­ 
pressed themselves as highly pleased 
with the meeting. 
When the session 
opens in St. Paul it is altogether prob­ 
able that the Sixth and Eighth districts 
will be found working together in har­ 
mony find as a result of the meetings 
that have been held.

VOLUNTEER ARMY MEASURE 


( Advocated by the President in Special 
Message to Congress. 
Washington, Dec. 9.—An emergency 
volunteer army measure was advocat­ 
ed by President Roosevelt lo a spe 
elal message sent to congress and the 
draft of the bill accompanying the 
message was introduced In the sen 
ate by Mr. Cullom.

Yet Witness Says M ir Company Made 
Large Profile. 
New York, Dec. I.—Despite the 
large profits which he said the com­ 
pany had 
almost 
uniformly made 
every year elnce Its organization, Vice 
President Archibald F. Law of the 
Temple Iron company, testifying in 
the government’s suit against the coal 
roads, declared that the business was 
a hazardous one. 
Explaining the ne­ 
cessity for a large working capital 
for the concern—a holding company 
organized and controlled bf railroads 
in the anthracite coal regions—Mr 
Law amplified a previous statement 
as to the difficulties with which the 
company had to contend. 
”1 have amused counsel by the 
statem ent,” he said, “but I arish to 
repeat thfit. the coal business Is a 
hazardous business. 
There Is danger 
a1) the time from fire, flood and labor 
troubles.” 
The relations between the company 
and the railroads Interested In it— 
the Reading, the l^ehigh Valley, the 
Central of New Jersey, the Lackawan­ 
na, the Susquehanna and Western, 
and the Erie-—were brought out In 
Mr. Law’s description of the difficul 
ties of the Temple Iron company dor 
tng the coal strike. 
The three years 
preceding 1902 had been a particu­ 
larly trying period for the Temple 
company, he said. 
There were two 
strikes, one the big one. during this 
period, and the general depression In 
the coal business forced the trustees 
to call on 'he guaranteeing railroads 
for financial help to make good the 
deficiency 
As a result the railroads 
put up about $480 OOO
